unreasonable set of agitators. Such, however, 
would be a gross libel upon the miners. We 
have taken considerable pains to ascertain the 
real state of public opinion in Cariboo ; and the 
result is 8 conviction that, with the exception 
of the late editor of the scarrilous sheet afore- 
said, and, perhaps, a baker’s dozen of the “ rag 
tag and bobtail,” there was not a politician to 
be found amongst the miners of Cariboo.

Under the conviction 
that the Government is actuated by a sincere 
desire toencourage and assist the miyefs in every 
reasonable way, and that the miners, on the 
other hand, have no desire to.obstract the ad- 
ministration—are neither factious nor unreason-

Onur reply is that to do so would be todoa 


entertain a strong feeling of hostility to the) very unfair thing, and decidedly to discourage 


settlers. Why should the farmer residing on 
the Yale-Lytton road be compelled to. pay for 
the construction and maintenance of 'the Dou- 
glas-Lillooet road, and vice versa? Or, on what 
prineiple of fairness can the settler on the lower 
Fraser, who uses neither, be made to pay for 
both? But there is. another standpoint from 
which we invite the miner to view the gold tax. 
It costs, at the lowest estimate, o dollar an 
ounce less to take out gold in Cariboo now, all 
other things being equal, than it cost two years 
ago. This change is mainly to be attributed to 
improved facilities for getting in sup- 
plies, &c. Two yearsago they got $16 an ounce. 
for their gold. Now they get $1575. Are they 
any worse off now witb the gold tax than they 
were two years ago without it? No. On tlie 
contrary, they are better off. “\The Government 
has given them increased facilities to the value 
of a dollar an ounce, and they have only to pay 
25 cents an ounce in return. Viewed from this 
point it will be seen that the principle of the tax 
is just and equitable, whether considered in itsap- 
plication to claims which pay large dividends, or 
claims which |do not pay expenses. All reap the 
advantages of the expenditure which rendered 
the tax necessary, and all pay the tax in exact 
proportion to the gold they raise, —not in propar- 
tion to the capital they employ. Let the rate 
be reduced to sixpence ormassayed, and a shilling 
on, unassayed gold—what it should have been at 
first—and let the tonnage dues be abolished, and 
we venture the assertion that no reasonable man 
will complain of the tax ; and as for the rest | it 
would, of course, be out of the question to at- 
tempt to make laws to please them.

Haxrrax, Oct. 26.—The Atrica from Liverpool 13th,

papers generally hay) articles on the correspondence 
between Adams and Russejl,.and regard it as most im- 
portant. The Times says it is the most important dis- 
cussion in reference to the rights aml duties of neu- 
trality, that has been carried on for many years between 


the representatives of'two great maritime powers. The 


Times can hardly dowbt that Russell’s proposal for a 
commission will ultigiately be accepted as the most 
satisfactory method éf adjusting: outstanding claims 
between the two nations. No foreign sovereign or 
state could have ntered into all the details of each 
specific claim and counter claims, for 1t must not be 
forgotten that we too haye long bills againat the United 
States Government for damages incurred by British 
subjects during the war. Still less could we have 


rR . ~ | 
consented, as Russell points out, to submit the rights. 


of our Government-or the legal competency. of our la 

officers to the judgement of any foreign Government. 
The best, if not the only solution of the difficulty, 
therefore, was that suggested by Russell. We earnestly 
hope it willbe the means of terminating the controversy, 
which, but for the forbearance shown by both parties, 
certainly would have led to a rupture between Great 
Britain and the United States. The candid and friendly 
tone of the argument conducted by Russell and Adams 
will justify that experiment. The Times continues, by 
pointing to the Fenian movement in America us threat- 
ening a breach of the foreign enlistment act, and says 
it will help us. to look at. such proceedings from an 
American point of view, and help their citizens to look 
at them from our point of view ; meantime let us agree 
to defer amicably and zot allow a transient feeling of 
jealousy to prejudice a permanent settlement of difficul- 
ties in which. all maritime nations‘are equally con- 
cerned. . 

The Times, in another article, contends that if Eng- 
land chose to be angry or inconsiderate, she, would 
have greater reason to complain of America’s position 
as a neutral in the Fenian movement than ever Ameri- 
ca had to regard England's position towards the South ; 
inasmuch as the Fenian plot was formed in America, 
by American citizens ; although the . conspiritors may 
have béen mostly of Irish extraction. The Times, how- 
ever, admits the Government has acted in regard to the 
movements of Fenians with all possible openness, not- 
withstanding the secret filibustering plotsof its citizens. 
The Post thinks Russell’s proposition to the American 
Government will probably be aceepted, 
News says it 18 clear the discussion of the question is 
exhausted.’ The British Minister has distfnctly declar- 
ed the question is, has Her Majesty's Government acted 
with good faith and honesty? 1f this be sothe public will 
agree with the minister that it cannot be entértained 
or referred to any person or body whatever. TheNerws 
contends if it be absolutely necessary for honor and 
dignity that the claims be negatived in parliament, 
the people must maiutain that position. It hopes bow- 
ever, that the good sense of modern statesmen may be- 
fore long find a solution for difficulties which may be 
serious, but are surely not insurmpuntable. 

The Times of the 4th instant contains the following 
official statement: *Inorder to guar] against any mis- 
understanding we are requested to state that the pro- 
posal of Earl Russell to the Ameriean Goverpment was 
conveyed in the following words: ‘ Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment areready to consent to the appointment of a 
commission, to which shall be referred all claims aris- 
ing during ‘the late civil war, whick the two pow- 
ers shall agree to refer to commissioners.’ These 
concluding words limits the subjects of reterence, 
since it would be inconsistenf with the position 
taken up by ber Majesty’s Government, ‘and with the 
argument which induced it to allow claims fer losses 
by the Alabama and other vessels of the same charac- 
ter to be brought before a commission for decision. It 
must be understood, therefore, that if any such com- 
mission is agreed upon, these cases will be excluded 
from its jurisdiction.” 

San Francisco, Nov. 4,.—The new steamboat built for 
the California Steam Navigation Co. was successfully 
launched from. the company’s yard this morning, in 
presence of several thousand spectators.
